The following interesting address 
was contributed by Mr R. S. Stock- 
ton to a meeting of the Epworth 
League held last Monday evening: 

The tarmers of the Strathmore 
district and the entire Western Sec- 
tion of the Irrigation Block have 
been most interested in the require- 
ments of irmgation farming under 
our local conditions And much dis- 
cussion has been had as to the 
sulis that may be expected from the 
intelligent application of proper 
methods of irrigation 

1 have been in a position to keep 
results for the past four seasons 
which include, two that might be 
called average seasons and one un- 
usually wet afd one unusually dry. 
The results show that’ where irri- 
gation has been used properly, that 
all hay and forage crops have been 
benedtted by irrigation each year, 
except the wet one, averaging 
about 25 per cent increase for the 
ordinary yeers, and doubling or 
trebling the crop in the dry year. 
These statements do not of course 
apply to a comparison with summer- 
tallowed lands. The necessity for 
summerfallow is, in itself, an ad- 
mission of the desirability of irri- 
gation, The results 'n general allow 
us to draw two conclusions which 
contain the great fundamental facts 
that, if taken advantage of, will 
mean prosperity for the farmer and 
in consequence thereof, the growth 
of our towns and the whole com- 
munity, 

What are these tremendous and 
epoch making conclusions?. They 
are, first, That Alfalfa, the King of 
Forage Crops, can be grown suc- 
cesstully in at least a dozen different 
fields, giving returns of three to four 
tons per acre per year and that, 
alfalfa can be made the 
basis of the crop rotation and stock 
raising on the farm which leads 
our conditions to the most 
profitable system of farming.  Al- 
talfa is one of the best feeds tor 
milch cows on earth and, when 
properly ted in a balanced ration,

Mr Wm, Walsh has a fine alfalfa 
field in the Gileichen district that 
has yielded around three tons per 
acre each season since he has irri- 
gated icand that means three sea- 
sons, as the first field was planted 
in 1911 and irrigated in 1912 and 
each year since. He told us once 
that the altalfa fed to his cows was 
worth at least $15 per ton, consider- 
ing his market for milk and cream, 

A ten acre alfalfa field which is 
well established and divided into 
two or three plots so it can be 
pastured out and irrigated in rota- 
tion will supply forage for about 100 
pigs. They should be fed 
grain to make a balanced ratioa and 
the amount of grain increased grad- 
ually to the maximum required to 
finish them properly, Some skim

Considerable talk is being 
heard regarding the C.P.R. egg | 
buying. It appears that the 
Company is not buying eggs as 
freely as formerly on the plea that 
they cannot dispose of them, In 
the past the Company have 
urged the farmers to go exten-| 
sively into egg production, and it 
seems peculiar that now when 
the farmers have heeded the call, 
and are raising eggs in large 
quantities they should not be 
able to dispose Of them ata fair 
profit. One of the Government

Production’’ 


Even the best kind of weather 
has its disadvantages, and the quick 
break-up of the winter had left the 
roads in such a muddy state last 
Thursday evening that most farmers 
decided not to risk the passage into 
town to attend the conference on 
**Patriotism and Production” given 
under the auspices of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, As the 
chairman stated, if the conference 
had been held in the day time there 
would certainly have been a hund- 
red more farmers in, However, 
there was a representative attende 
ance, and the interest manifested 
way evident in the numerous quest- 
tions adresséd the speakers. 

MrE E, Green, Reeve ot Bow 
Valley Rural Municipality occupied 
tbe chair, 

INCREASE LIVE STOCK 
PRODUCTION 

The first speaker was Mr E, S, 
Archibald, head of the Animal 
Husbandry Branch of the Depart= 
ment of Agriculture, and he addres= 
sed himself mainly to the advisabil= 
ity of increasing the production of 
all kinds of livestock. It was nota 
use of supplying the demand for 
g15 but 1916 and all the years to 
ome, The production of livestock 
was not keeping pace with tie popula- 
tion throughout the American Con= 
tinent, and the consequence was that 
in the near future there was bound 
to be a considerable shortage. In 
Canada, said the lecturer, we wore 
barely producing enough on our 
farms to feed our own population, 
and in some lines our imports were 
larger than our exports, In Eur- 
ope not less than 20,000,000 men 
had been converted from producers 
to consumers and destroyers, and 
that was where Canada’s patriotic 
duty came in to make up the defi- 
ciency in Europe. 

SUMMERFALLOW AND 


ALFALFA 

Mr H, W. Fairfield, superine 
tendent of the Experimeatal Farm 
at Lacombe, was the next speaker, 
and he spoke convincingly of the 
handling of summerfallow in order 
to produce good results, The farm- 
er would be doing the country a 
service as well as making a profit 
himself, by raising more grain than 
he had done before, but it was 
better for him to put in a reasonable 
acreage well than a large acreage 
badly. Summerfallow was une 
doubtedly the surest method of 
raising grain by dryfarming meth- 
ods, andit should be well done to 
ensure success, 

For irrigated lands alfalfa was the 
crop that would bring the most pros- 
perity to the farmer, because it could 
be worked in well into a rotation, and 
it kept the land fertile, 


Consolidation of 
Schools 


In addition to the advantages that 
are to be derived from Consolida- 
tion at any centre, there are two 
reasons why a Consolidated school 
at Strathmore would ve a benefit to 
this town aad to the rural districts 
adjacent hereto. 

We have already opened a High 
School Department that is now car- 
rying on the work of Grades IX 
and X. We need increased num- 
bers in order that we may give this 
Phrase of the work the attention it 


demands. With an increased at- 
tendance from the rural districts 
this work will soon expand so that 
pupils will be able to conplete High 
School training right here in Strath- 
more. This development made pos- 
sible by Consolidation would be an 
advantage to both the town and the 
rural districts. Parents living on 
the farm would be able to give their 
children a High School Education 
without having the children away 
from home fora single night. Pup- 
ils might direct from the 
Strathmore Scho sl to the Provincial 
Normal School to take — their 
professional training should they 
wish to enter the teaching profes- 
ston. 

Suppose however that the stud- 
ents did mot wish to enter protes 
sional work. Ave there pot many 
pupils who would continue their 
studies tor a year or two betore tak- 
ing up their work on the farm? To 
these educitional facilities would 
have been provided, What centre 
is better adapted to offer a practi- 
cal course to the farmer's boy or 
girl than can be offered here in 
Strathmore? With the general in- 
terest that is attached to the work 
of Agriculture here and with the C. 
P.R, farm at our very door, an 
impetus would be given to practical 
agricultural eduction that would be 
unsurpassed in any of our schools. 

Provision might be made also so 
that during the winter months pup 
ils who can attend for coly a part 
of the year would be given a special 
course. This work would be based 
on the prescribed course of Studies 
but it could be emphasized along 
the more purely practical l'nes such 
as Commercial Arithmetic, Penmnan- 
ship, Civics and Agriculture, 

These things suggested would not 
come without good work on the 
part of the school board, but, without 
introducing anything ncvel, experi- 
mental or expensive, we would have 
in the Consolidated School an op- 
portunity cf enriching our school 
course so as to make it of particular 
benefit to the rural portion of the 
district.
